A HEALTH DIET 


Do you eat enough vegetables? 
Valuable as they are in minerals and 
vitamins, vegetables must be includ- 
ed in the things we eat. So states 
an article in the current issue of the 
magazine “Health,” prepared by the 
nutrition committee of the Health 
League of Canada. 

Noi all vegetables are equally valu- 
able from a nutritive point of view, 
the article points out. Some vege- 
tables supply iron, others do not. We 
get Vitamin A from one kind of 
vegetable and = vitamin C_ from 
another. 


Cabbage, spinach and carrots are 
good sources of vitamin A, which is 
hecessary to maintain normal vision 
und to prevent disease. Green cab- 
bage is much richer in vitamin A 
than white cabbage, The outer leaves 
of cabbage are more valuable 
the inner heart. 

Without vegetables and fruit, peo- 
ple would be deprived of the import- 
ant vitamin C, which safeguards us 
‘inst scurvy. Tomatoes, cabbage: 
and potatoes are chief 
sources,of this vitmin. Orange juice 
‘and tomato juice also are good. 

Cabbage and green leaved vepe- 
tables are valuable in their iron con- 
tent, needed to prevent anaemia. 
Dried beans are also good iron pro- 
ducers, At least two vegetables 
should be served every day.

[t seems fitting indeed that Great 
Britain and the Greeks should be 
standing side by side defending De 
mocracy against a common enemy, 

Democracy, or those principles of 
of freedom and liberty which insist 
that the individual citizen is Super- 
ior to the State, and shall not be 
merely the pawn of a monarch or 
ofa dictator, was first invented by 
Solon the Greek in the year 44 
BC, and was actually put into prac- 
tice as a system of Government in 
Athens - with a deliberative assemb 
ly which sat continuously through- 
out the year to design laws and to 
govern the country - in 503 B.C. 

This system of Democracy was 
eventually lost by the Greeks, but 
the English won it back for the 
common people when King John 
was obliged to sign the great Magna 
Carta at Runnymede on June 1&th, 
1215, 

Today these dearly won rights 
and liberties are again in danger, 
and it seems more than a mere co- 
incidence that the Greeks, who ori- 
ginally discovered democracy and 
put it practically to work, and the 
English who restored it to the world 
should be fighting side by side to 
maintain these precious rights of 
the individual; and fighting more- 
overon the very same Grecian soil 
and seas wheie Democracy was won 
Originally by the Greeks in 594 B- 
C., or 2.443 years ago.

Regarding Complaints* 
re. Soldiers’ Mail

In dealing with complaints that 
soldiers overseas do not receive their 
parcels of cigarettes, etc., Mr W. J. 
furnbull, director of public rela- 
tions for the Post Office Department, 
has this to say: 

“Complaints have been made in 
connection with tobacco parcels for 
troops overseas. It has been sugges- 
ted that the parcels are in some cases 
not reaching the addressee and the 
fault is laid at the door of the Post 
Office or of the Tobacco Company 
which had accepted the order. In 
this connection I might explain that 
a special system has been placed in 
effect whereby the Tobacco Compa- 
nies and this Department co-operate 
in ensuring safe transmission of such 
parcels. Under the new arrange- 
ments a Post Office official ‘‘bags’’ 
the tobacco parcels at the deapatch- 
ing office of the Company after 
the parcels are carefully numberd 
to facilitate recording.
